| Y HE Peaceable Chriftians, in Days that are paſt, 
were accounted Hereticks, called Movers of Se- 
dition, and their Holy Religion was almoſt every 
| ; Where ſpoken Evil againſt: Nor could they ex- 
pett any better Treatment from an untoward Generation, 
than what their Lord and Maſter Jeſas Chriſt met with ; 
who was render*d a Blaſphemer, by thoſe that pretended 
great Loyalty to,and would own no other King but Ceſar :

And when the Exclaimers againſt, and falſe Accuſers of 
Chrift, had their wicked Ends anſwered ; they themſelves 
were found to be Rebels to Ceſar, and the true Diſciples 
and Followers of Chriſt, Peaceable Chriſtians. |

Nor were the Apoſtles, whom Chriſt made Choice of, 
and ſent forth, Men that were brought up in Acadewical 
Learning ; but were for the moſt part Illiterate Perſons ; of 
whom -the Phariſees coofempraouſ'y faid,'John 7. 49. This 
People, wbo knoweth not the Law, arecarſed... And for that 
reaſon, among others; they were then as much Deſpiſcd, 
Vilified,and Ridiculed, as thoſe now are; whom Chriſt hath 
Called, Commiſſionated, and Sent forth in his- Work,and 
Service, in this Day of his Bleſſed and Glorious Appearance. 

Againſt whom, fome that eſteeth themſelves Learned, 
have lately appeared in Print, with a Pretended Brief = 
covery, of ſome of thei Blaſpbemous -and Seditious Trop es 
«nd Pratices of the People called Quakers; taken (as they 
lay) oat of their moſt noted and approved Authors, and [aid 
ro be Humbly Offered to the: King, and both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment.

Now, I having written'a:Brjef' Apology on the behalf of 
rhe ſaid People, and'an Appeal tothe Inhabitants of Nora 
folk and Suffolk, &c. One Frantis Bagg hath taken Occaſion 
to carp at fome Paſſages therein, which he hath pick'd out, 
and patch'd together ; for 'after mentioning -part of the 
Title, he takes a Sentence out of the 9th Page, then he 
goes back to the 5th, then forward to the 7th, and-back 
again to the 1ſt.

Reply. Now, what juſt Occaſion hath this Man to be 
angry with me, for terming this People, for whom I Apo- 
 Jlogize, an Innocent People, and Peaceable Neighbours * 
Have they not in their Lives and Converſations, in and 
-under :the various Sorts of Government, wherein they 
have lived, ſo demeaned themſelves? IT leave this to the 
Faſt Principle which God hath placed in every Man, that 
hath known them, to anſwer. Why is this Man ſo an- 
gry? Had he rather they ſhould be Nocent than Innocent ? 
Tf they wers indeed a People that Fired Houſes, and Poiſon- 
ed Rivers, as he mentions, and were duely convicted there- 
of; thongh they ſhould pretend, they followed the Light 
of Chriſ? within ( which Light never leads any into ſuch 
PraQtices) then the Law, which is made for Tranſgreſ- 
ſors; and Magiſtrates, which ſhould not bear the Sword 
in vain, might juſtly puniſh them for their Evil Doings : 
But ſurely, it doth not therefore follow, that thoſe who 
truly Believe in Chrift Jeſas, and follow the Trae Light, 
that lighteth every Man that cometh into the Worll, muſt Suf- 
fer for their Faith in him, and abiding in his DcEtrine : For 


this, under-what pretence fo ever it may be, would be / 
Perſecation ; which ſurely T.might as well term, the Mon- / 


ſter of Perſecution, as F. Bugg a Badge of a Falſe Church: 
for he declares in his Poſſe ; thus : ©I do profeſs my

And yet in the latter part of King Charles the 24's Reigy, 
there were 1460 of theſe People Priſaners ; oxy for their Abi: 
ding in the DoQrine of Chriſt, and peaccably Meeting to: 
gether to Worſhip him, in Spirit and in Truth; and great 
Spoil and Havock were alſo-made upon the Goods and Eflates 
of theſe.Innocent People for the ſame, And many were 
Profecuted for not going to their Pariſh Charches, ſo called, 
when they were Priſoners upon other Accounts, as well 
as for Meeting, viz. on Writs De Excommunicato capiendo, 
and as Popiſh Recaſants, for 20 1, per Month, and 3 of their 
Eſtates : And: by Law many of theſe People might have 
been Burnt at the Stake, it the Writ De Hererico Com- 
byrendo had not been Repealed. 

I do heartily wiſh, that no People, profeſſing Chri/tia- 
rity, may ever wear this Badge more, nor raiſe the Mox- 
fler of Perſecution in this Nation again : But that Liberty 
» of Conſcience may for ever be continued to all that Live 
Peaceably under the Government : It being moſt agree- 
able to the Nature of True Chri/tiaxity, and to the whole 
per” of the DoQtrine and Praftice of Chriſt, and his 
Apoſtles. | 

Apology. p.g. * And if theſe People muſt be accounted 
© Blaſphemers, if they diſown not thoſe Books, or their

This, F. Bagg faith, is fo falfe and fallacious, that I

ciple leads us, and our PraQtice is as T have before affirm- 
ed, to Pray for all Men; for Kzzes, and thoſe in Autho- 
rity, that we may lead a quiet and peaceable Life, in all 
Godlineſs and Honeſty ; and if we do not in our Prayers 
to Almighty God, recite the Names of X/zzes, or of the 
Kzng of the Nation wherein. we live, he cannot prove that 
tuch an Omiſſion is contrary to the Holy Scriptures, and 
the Example of the Apoſtles. Beſides our peaceable Lives 
and due SubjeQion unto thoſe in Authority, evidently 
manifeſt to them, who have impartially obſerved us, that 
we own the Powers that are to tbe ordained of God.

Parr and Fobn Harriſon, two Prieſts, that if they refuſed to be 
Committed by them, to call for the Aſſiſtance of a Souldier, and 
let the Sumner put this in Execution immediately. 

And by Vertue of this Order, the Quakers were taken into 
Cuſtody, and Impriſoned, without bringing before the Magi- 
ſtrate, or theſe two Prieſts themſelves, without any Ceremony 
of Excommunication. 

Oh whar Power did theſe Prizfs rake upon them, by Order 
from their Reverend Ordinary, ſo called, to admoniſh the Quaker:, 
and without having them before them ; cauſe them to be Im- 
priſoned and Baniſhed : Is this the way of the Biſhops Courts ? 
And when the Sufferers met the Biſhop art the Earl of Darby's 
Houſe, they told him what was done, and how they and their 
Anceftors had had Poſleſſions there in that Iſland, for ſeveral 
Hundred Years, and that they had their Wives and Families ; 
ſome of which confiſted of many little Children : And yet they 
were Baniſhed by the diretion of the 70 Prieſts, that pretended 
their Orders from the Reverend Ordinary, ſo called : The Biſhop 
told them plainly, that if he might perſwade the Earl againit 
them, they ſhould not go ro the Ifle again.

This Brief Account of ſome of the Sufferings of this abuſed 
People, 1 have given to ſhew, altho they fall greatly ſhort of 
whac thoſe Chriſtians ſuffered by the Heathen in former Days : 
Yer they have been far greater than what F. B. repreſents them, 
and theſe Sufferings have been from Chriſtians and Minifters of 
Chriſt, and reverend Fathers in God, ſo called. 

And this I hope, will not, by thoſe that are truly wiſe and 
conſiderate, be eſteemed wicked with a Witneſs, as F.B. fallly 
ſaith, to record ſuch as Perſetutors bo execute the Laws : If fo, let 
me query; was it wicked with a Witneſs, -to record thoſe that 
executed the Law, De Heretico Comburendo, ' &C. upon the Mar- 
tyr's Perſecutors ; let this be confider'd in Coolneſs, and alſo 
how Ill Will and Envy never ſpeaks well z and whether F. B's 
being too much filled therewith, againſt this People he hath 
left, and hating that Light they profeſs and believe in, as he 
. once did, or pretended ro do, is. not the cauſe of his thus 
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But, it's no new thing for evil Doers, to hate the Light, nor 
Men to depart from the Faith. There-was a 7udas in early 
Days, an Alexander and a Demas in the primitive Times, and
